George Feta. 6 German, from Now Albany, ap- 
plied at First-street station-house on Thursday 
for a warrant for the arrest of his wife, whom 
he alleged had absconded from him with several 
hundred dollars of his money, and had taken up 
quarters in this city at the residence of Mrs. 
Black. on Market street, between First and Sec- 
ond. Instead of a warrant being issued, Officer 
Schmidt went with the man for the purpose of 
making the arrest. On arriving at the place the 
husband relented, sud offered amnesty to 
bis abseconding wife, upon condition that 
The return with him tp their home in New Alba- 
ny.

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AN OHIO RIVER RAILROAD. 


Importance ot ot Such a Line to 
Louisville Interests. 
[To the Editor of the Cou ier Journal. 

It is important that the attention of the cit!- 
zens of Louisville should be directed to the ne- 
cessity and prospects of a railroad down the 
Onio river, at least as far as Owensboro.

FRED. LORIN’ 8 FATE. 


Details of the Attack on the Arizona 
Mail Stage. 
Circumstantial details of the 
Arizona mail stage leave no doubt as to the 
unhappy fate of Fre d. W. Loring. The Ari- 
zona Miner, published in the vicinity of the 
ene of the attack, gives the following de- 
tuils of the tragedy: 
Atan carly hour on Snuday morning, the 
oth inst., the mail stage on the route from 
Wickenburgto Ehrenberg, left the former 
place with the driver, John Lanz, and the fol- 
lowing-named passengers: Frederick Shoholm, 
Frederick W. Lorivg, P. M. Hamel, W. G. 
Salmon, C. S. Adams, Wm. Kruger, and Miss 
Shep purd. Ata point about nine miles from 
Nickenburg a party of mounted mea, either 
Indians or Mexican bandits, disguised as 
Apatches, rushed down upon the stage as it 
was passing through @ canon, and fired a vol- 
ley into the passengers, killing all bul two 
persons and slightly wounding these. The 
wounded, Mr. Kruger and Miss Suep- 
pard, not beiug disabled, im- 
mediately sprang from the stage, 
which was now brought to a halt, and started 
together toward Culling's Station. W hile 
one detachment ‘of the blood- thirsty wretches 
surrounded the stage, the others went in pur 
suit of the fugitives, keeping up a desultory 
tire; but being all mounted, their aim was un 
steady, so that beyond a slight wound reccived 
by Miss Sheppard neither sustained further 
injury than the wounds inflicted by the first 
fire. This pursuit was kept up for a distance 
of nearly half a mile, the pursuers being mean- 
while kept at bay by Mr. Kruger, who still re- 
tained his revolver, and fired upon 2 when- 
ever they drew 100 near, causing them to 
scatter and retreat, but only to rally ayain to

About midnight two parties of citiz»ns 
started from Wickenburg for the scene of the 
aitack, one to bring in the dead and the other 
to take the trial of the murderers. Upon 
reaching the stage a most horrible picture 
was presented to their sight, Six men— 
Messrs. Loring, Shohoim, Henz, Hany . 
uus and Salmon—lay side by side 
death, and drenched with blood. Th 
tery which surrounds the identity 
murderers exists in the disposition which was 
made of the mail and baggage. One mail 
sack was cut open and its contents scattered 
overthe ground; the other vas left untouched. 
The baggage of the passengers was hroken 
open, and while articles of but little value 
were carried away, large sums of money and 
other valnables remained. All this would 
sucgest the work of ignorant savages, but as 
neither the arms, ammunition, nor animals 
had beer removed, soe are inclined to the

ilized country. It is a problem that has 
engaged attention, doubtless, ever since 
people first began to organize themselves 
into communities for their mutual protec- 
tion, and the confinement of dangerous in- 
dividuals and punishment of offenders 
against the law became necessary. But 
not until within the last century, perhaps, 
has this problem received that considera- 
tion which its importance deserves and the 
dictates of humanity demand for it from 
learned and thinking men. 

So far the United States and Belgium 
have been the only countries distinguished. 
for practical efforts to alleviate the condi- 
tion of criminals suffering the penalties of 
the law. We include Belgium because the 
prisons ot that country are noted above all 
others in Europe for their cleanliness and 
the humane principles upon which they 
are conducted; but Belgium took the im- 
pulse from America, and so has only the 
credit of being a little quicker than the 
other European countries to adopt the*civ- 
ihzing innovation. The prison discipline 
of the United States, though exceedingly 
imperfect compared with what may be the 
possible result of its suggestions, is far be- 
yond that of any country in Europe in the 
matter not only of preventing cruelty to

The constitution of this congress, which 
is destined to effect one of the greatest re- 
forms of the time, is of much importance. 
First, as conceded by Dr. W. in his appli- 
cation directly to the heads of goverment of 
the different countries, it is desirable that 
the Governments, as such, should partici- 
pate by their representatives. They will 
in this way obtain cach for itself an official 
report of the proceedings of the congress 
by its own agent or agents, with the addi- 
tional benefit of such recommendations 
or criticisms as he or they might think 
proper to oſſer. But a congress composed 
wholly of the representatives of govern- 
ment would possess too official a character, 
and would lack that breadth of knewledge 
of the subject and that freedom of discus- 
sion and action which are cssential to the 
highest usefulness of such an assembly. 
Ihe congress necessary to effect the purpose 
desired must be constituted so as to em- 
body, representatively, all the 
experience, all the knowledge, 
all the wisdom of the world, on the ques- 
tions which are to Come before it. It 
should, therefore, include men of ac- 
tion as well as men of medi- 
tation—the workers no less, perhaps even 
more, than the thinkers in this field of 
human effort.

In 
all 140 carriages of all kinds have been sold, 
mostly under value, especially the state 
coaches and country carriages. ft may be in- 
teresting to name some of the prices, The 
small carriages, broughams, victorias, &e., 
fetched the most money. A square landau, 
built by Ehrler, was sold for 4,400 francs, a 
price which was only twice exceeded, giz: for 
an open carriage of the same maker, which 
went for 5,000 francs, and another which was 
runup to 5,050 francs. It is true that they 
had cost twice as much and were in good eon- 
dition.

DEUTSCHLAND JOURNALISM. 


The Editerial Rooms of a Leading 
Prussian Newspaper. 
[From Powers, Muskingum, Noy. 23.) 

The editor-in-chief of the Algemeine Zcit- 
ung, Dr. Altenhofer, was a gentleman of 
stout, short stature; the muscular neck, small 
gray eves, and strong lower development of the 
head, denoting that he was fond of the good 
things of life. He reminded me not a little 
of Sir Walter Scott, only there was not that 
wonderful Scotch top-head. The somewhat 
misanthropic and heavy expression of his 
thoroughly Suabian features would not have 
pointed him out as the authorof the quietly 
humorous paragraphs I knew him to have 
written, A head equally and compactly 
rounded, rather than large or prominent in any 

oint, thinly covered with gray hair, with a 
bor ehead not high but full, seemed to be the 
home of a certain dogged but immense power 
rather than any brilliancy of imagination. He 
wore a bright varti-colored dressing-gown, 
rich as that of 22 — a Turkish fez ot 
crimson velvet, from the top of which swung 
a long, black tassel, and an incredible mass ol 
black satin, wound about the neck until it be 
came more formidable than a Prussian re gula- 
tion steck. I was surprised to find even an 
editor-in-chief occupying, as a work-room, 
such sumptuous apartments. 

There were three rooms—parlora, I had 
almost written—aell laid with the choicest 

russels carpets, furnished with luxurious 
sofas, velvet cushioned easy-chaiis, mahogany 
center tables, bookcases with richly-carved 
walnut moldings, busts, engravings and scyv- 
eral gems by old masters, Cranach, Holbein, 
and others. The books on the shelves were 
numbered r hn, -modern volumes in 
dainty bindings ranged above; worm-eaten 
and dusty tomes of ancient lore drawn out in 
solemn phalanx. The deep recesses of the 
casements were the hiding places of pleasant 
flowers; and the -clambering vines, covering 
nearly all the windows, bathed the rooms in a 
soft, green radiance.

zut a German editor can not so completely 
make himself two men at once as an American. 
In a letter from Berlin his quick eye detects a 
paragraph that might cause his correspond- 
ent to be expelled from his majesty’s domin- 
ion, and he quickly buries it under a long, 
black, oblivious furrow—‘‘allinst atrum trav- 
erscs calamo singum.’’ To another he aflixes 
a brief note of explanation, or of total disa- 
vowal. A little further on he pauses doubting- 


Vy upon a quotation from Lucretius, glances a 


moment into a thick quarto within easy sup- 
porting distance, then passes on content. In 
a market quotation that has traveled over the 
wires all the way from mbay, he seizes up- 
on a geographical name that seems to violate 
the analogies of Sanskrit‘ terminology. A 
brief reference to a ponderous lexicon at his 
right elbow confirms his suspicions, and he 
washes his hands clear of it with an? mark, 
Now, after deigning it scarcely a glance, be 
contemptuously tosses a letter into a capacious 
wicker basket. Death loves a shining 
mark.“ 

The German editor is utterly intolerant of 
‘“eloquence.’’ My indignation waxcd warm 
against him. Presumptuous and vain man 
that thou art, has thy little lease of power 
tuus emboldened thy thoughts and steeled thy 
heat to wage such cruel and Herodian war- 
fare upon these innocents of the brain? While 
be is thus byrrowine throu ci: n mu of diplo- 
matic correspondence” and English newspa- 
pers, his lieutenant in the adjoining room is 
laboriously quarrying through a mountain of 
“occasional correspondence’’ and German 
journals, The other three in their apart- 
ments are industriously mining in all tie 
other lands of Europe—France, Italy, Spain 
—aliexeept Turkey and the Slavonic lan- 
guages. The crude metals thus ebtained they 
hammer, and purge ofall dross, and beat into 
the smallest possible compass. 

All these busy workers are what Confucius 
modestly called himself, ‘‘transmitters, not 
makers, for they very seldom delve in the 
dangerous and unprofitable mines of orginal 
composition. The atmosphere of Germany 
is of a nature sc peculiar that literary mining 
may be prosecuted with the greatest safety; 
but in political shafts there always collects 
a body of highly*inflammable and destruciive 
gases, Which are Hable to explode without a 
moment’s warning, and hoist the workmen 
in irretrievable ruin.

the freshly-opened pores of the skin, exposed 
by the close scraping of the sharp razor, and so 
moisten the napkin, towel, lather, brush, or 

razor, and be impreguated in the face of the 
next customer on whom the same articles may 
be used. Inthe better class of tonsorial re- 
sorts the operatives exercise all the discre- 
tion po e, and thus, in a large measure, 
abviate the Mabilities of infection. They fur- 
nish to every customer clean, fresh napkins, 
and not only cleanse the brush and razor but 
always change the lather. The same linen is 
never used upon two persons, without being 
fresh from the laundry. But the only Way to se- 
cure perfect safety is to insist upon each eus- 
tomer having a separate and cxclusive brash, 
lather, towel, napkin, powder and razor. ‘This 
is aot an expensive or an impossible arrange- 
ment. A few dollars thus disbursed is a hap- 
py investment if it saves one from even the 
mildest type of a loathsome and tantalizing 

isease. 

This article is not exaggerated, as the medi- 
cal records of private and hospital practice 
will show. 

Recently an influential medical journal, pub- 
lished in London, England, called attention 
to this subject, and in illustration of the viru- 
lent and terrible character of the disease, 
quotes several cases ot late occurrence, and 
states that such instances seem to be most 
alarmingly on the increase. Two very bad 
cases of the most filthy type of the disease, 
called Syeosis Contagiosum,” have lately 
been under treatment by a physician of this 
city. They were of the worst character. Both 
3 were in good circumstances, of clean- 

y habits and tidy exteriof, and apparently 
were free from all constitutional predisposi- 
tion to it. They were shavedon the same 
day, in the same chair, successively and by the 

same barber. The shop was in good order, 
neat, clean, and well appointed. Each had 
his own cup, brush and lather, but the same 
razor and towels were used upon them. Nei- 
ther nip or cut was visible, but the poisonous 
sweat had doubtiess been imparted to and 
from the glittering blade. The barber ac- 
knowledged that previous to shaving these 
two he had shaved a man with u rather bad 
chin.“ These two cases were of a dreadful 
and nauseous 4 The sides of the face 
covered by whiskers and the chin below the 
lips were thickly studded with yellow scabs. 
Each of these on being examined look like an 
ordinary-sized pimple surcharged with inflam- 
mation. The sores seem to grow around the 
root of a hair follicle and sprout up one side 
of it as a new shoot grows from the stump of 
atree. Under the skin the seeds seem to 
spread Leevery adjoining root. Whenthe blood 
of the patient becomes heated—as it will in 
aroom or any inclosure—the most horrible 
itching commences; as one victim describes, 
„Uke fleas or mosquitoes making their way 
along underneath the skin.“ This is scarcely 
endurable, and the half crazed sufferer is often 
tempted to tear his nails into the flesh and 
**seratch to the very bone.“ This is tuyolun- 
tarily done in exireme cases, and of course 
greatly disfigures the face, for blotched scars 
must result, The worst phase of the subject 
is in the obstinacy of the disease under treat- 
ment. irom six weeks to three months is the 
usual period of its continuance. One physi- 
eiun playfully called these cases yellow lep- 
rosy. Ofcourse when there is any consti- 
tutional predisposition, such as hereditary 
ecrofula or any other corrupt blood disorder, 
this affliction must not only be the more ag- 
pas ated, but even dangerous. Should an in- 
ected person also be attacked by any phase of 
malignant fever, the most ominous results must 
be expected. Butin the barber-shops of all 
large cities and towns, diseases of more kinds 
than Sycosls“ are propagated. Although 
they may be of a milder type, they are most 
hideous—even to the imagination. Very often, 
men who are shaved with the same lather and 
razor used. on a previous customer expericnee, 
after a day or two intervening, a tingling, 
crawling sensation, like the legs of millions of 
spiders dancing upon the cheeks and chin, and 
sometimes the neck. Itis notso much of an 
itching as it isa creeping, tickling feeling, and 
the hands are involuntarily and constautly 
thrown uptorub or brush the imaginary cause 
away. This may last fora week, and can only 
be eased by powerful absorbent washes. 
Another plague is scen three days after infec- 
tion inthe form of minute pimples, which 
grow to thesize of smallest pin-heads. Un!ess 
these are bathed or anointed with some sooth- 
ing substance, the most acutetorment of itch- 
ing and priekling will continue for two months 
or longer. 

Barbers, a8 aclass, are very careless. They 
cannot be expected to * u customer 
Whose appearance is not positively bad, but 
they can and should use a special razor, lather 
and brush for suspected cases. In every 
instance the lather should be thoroughly re- 
newed, the brush cleansed, and the razor- 
blade dipped m hot water. Even pimples, 
however harmless may be their nature, will 
occasionally be communicated by the razor 
and cause not a little unpleasant feeling to the 
face. 

Hair-brushes are frequently mediums for 
the transmission of scalp diseases. There is a 
type of dandruff that is extremely disagreeable 
and troublesome. This gathers in great scales, 
with occasional sores, at once disgusting, ain- 
ful, difficult to treat and often impossible to 
heal. This is much more prevalent than is gen- 
erally understood, and the public mind should 
so regard it. 

The head, face and feet must be kept in a 
healthful and comfortable eondition, or the 
whole body will suffer. Neither can be uegleet- 
ed. The.barber is recognized as a most use- 
ful member of civilized socicty, but there are, 
as has been stgted, perils attending the prac- 
tice of his profession that the utmost caution 
ia necessary to guaid against and prevent.—

DINING WITH A MANDARIN. 


Gastronomy is a science, and of such extent, 
that there are a thousand and one ways of 
giviug a dinner, ranging from a banquet at 
Les Trois 1 reres, to the recent hippophagean 
orgie at the Langham Hotel. One may con: 
sume blubber“ with an Esquimaux, or de- 
moijsb beax's ham with a Sioux Indian, and 
obtain a fairly-filling més: Fitnönt mich 
trouble. But of all the repasts that can be 
imagined, combining the maximum of cere- 
mony With the maximum of any thing that’s 
eatable, commend us to a State banquet with 
a Chinese mandarin. 

How allthe small difficulties which beset 
the giving of an English dinner-party (great 
as they may seem in matronly eyes) 
sink into utter insignificance before the 
stern laws 0 celestial etiquette! 
It may be difficult to place people 
together whose conversation will suit each 
other, and heart-burnings wii arise because 
Mrs. Captain This is taken in before Mrs. 
Colonel That; but fancy having the whole 
prospect of one’s party ruined because the 
bodies of two guests of equal rank did not 
touch their respective chairs (when seating 
themselves) at exactly the same moment. 
dossometer“ (if there is such an instrument) 
would have to be placed beneath every table, 
with a dial anxiously watched by the host; it 
is bad enough to have the fish on one’s mind, 
but to have the flesh of one’s guests is a little 
too much. And yet, were one of two Chinese 
officials cf equal rank to seat him#elf at a 
atate banquet before the other, it would give 
rise to mortal offense. 

When an entertainment is about to be given 
by a mandarin, he sends three inyitations to 
ail those whom he wishes to partake of it; 
one on each of the two W preceding, and

— and ceremony; and, unless it 
is owing to the most pressing and important 
circumstances, an invitation fs never refused. 

Wlien the guests arrive, they are received 
by the master of the house with certain laid- 
down ceremonies and prescribed speeches. 
Pointing to a chair with a profound reyver- 
ence, he wipes it with his robe, and generally 
commences the conversation by expressing 
his delight at the great and unmerited honor 
the other has conferred upon his un- 
worthy house by adoining it with his 
sublime presence, and earnestly hopes 
that his never-to-be-enfficiently-honored wife

and most beautiful children are well in 
health; to which the guest will respond, that 
| words fail to express his gratitude at being 
spared to bring his vile person into that 
most magnificent abode, and encounter the 
lightning glance of his lord; his unworthy

| served fe to be assured of his lord’s health 
being all that they, his miserable slaves, 
could wish it to be; and so on. While these 
little amenities are being exchanged, the oth- 
er guests walk about the room, admiring its 
| furniture and adornments with all the high- 
| fown eulogium which the language of the 
| Flowery Land ‘is so capable of expressing. 
| To omit to do this would be a mark of the 
| greatest ill-breeding. 
| Tt may be imagined, that as all the compli- 
ments above specitied (and @ great many 
more) have to be paid to each guest, and that 
one person left out, or one necessary speech 
omitted, would be a culpable piece of rude- 
ness, some little time is taken up before the 
way is led into the dining-hall. However, all 
| ceremony and speeechifying must at length 
have an end, and at last the guests are seated. 
| The scene is a striking One: the walls are coy- 
| ered with native inscriptions; sometimes 
handsomely gilt, and adored with banners 
and worked tapestry. When the mandarin 
isof the royal dynasty, the hangings are of 
yellow silk, emblazoned with dragons of such 
flercé and hideous aspects, that if the one 
St. George encountered was any thin 
like them, the saint must have had a lia 
time of it. The biue-silk robes and white- 
satin boots of the guests form a strong con- 
trast of color to the surroundings, w the 
myriads of Chinese lanterns suspended from 
the ceiling throw an — — but subdued light 
upon a really very picta ue scene. The 
table, which is generally of a horse-shoe 
form, in the center of which play is sometimes 
acted during dinner, is covered with little 
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the same moment; the same order ix 
served in each successive morsel, an officer 
beating time to preserve uniformity. Thus 
the festival is prolonged three or four hours, 
during which time, however, those who wish 
to be moderate may only raise the food to 
their lips without actually partaking of it.

Leaning back in their 
chairs, the fat old mandarins (they are nearly 
always fat) await with satisfied complacency 
the handing round of the warmed ‘‘samshy,"’ 
a — distilled from rice, something 
sembling rakee in taste, and the only liqy 
consumed, with the exception of tea.

The mission of these young ladies appears 
be to enliven the portion of the entertainm 
which Europeans would call the dessert — 
their voices and lutcs; when not thus activ: 
engaged, they employ themselves in peelif 
oranges or cracking nuts, either laying the 
beside each guest, or putting them into hi 
mouth. Fancy Alderman Gobble’s horrifid 
countenance at being fed in this manner! ar 
imagine the neunte in the domestic circle 
Clapham when he deseribed the scene! It 
to be feared that more nutsavould be cracked 
that night than those produced at dinner. The 
old Celestials, however, receive the eatable 
presented by the fair ones and listen to the 
music with the most stolid apathy. The latte 
is, Of course, the usual wild, monotonoy 
chants that one hears everywhere in the East. 
The burden of them is generally love and war; 
but occasionally improvised stanzas in honer 
of the strangers present are introduced. 
@inple- of one of these songs will serve to 
show the hyperbolical language used by the 
Chinese. One of the singing-girls gives a 
sketch of a lady, the rumor of whose beauty 
drives half the Celestial grandees wild with 
passion. In a shrill alto voice she tells us 
that her hands are like a budding and ten- 
der plant; the skin of her tace resembids 
well-prepared fat; her neck is like one of the 
worms Tsiou and Tsi; her teeth are like thie 
kernels of the gourd; her eyebrows resemble 
the light filaments of newly-formed silk; she 
smiles most sweetly, and her laugh is agree- 
able; the pa yl of her eye is black, and how 
well the black and white are distinguished!“

One would imagine that such a gloni g 
picture—every pause in which is accentuat~l 
by three or four notes of the Jute~would 
rouse the auditors to something like enihus!- 
asm; but they are evidently used to it, and 
although the songstress puts the last touchus

Compliments of the same description that 
marked the commencement of the festival 
have now to be paid by the master of the 
house to cach of his friends; he abusing the 
whole affair, and expressing his disgust and 
annoyance that such paltry, miserable fare 
has been placed before them; they, 
on the other hand, declaring that 
they have been entertained in a man-

These 
three yonng men had been canvassing for a pub- 
lication, entitled Soutbern and Western States 
Directory, in which tradesmen advertise their 
business, and which is published by the firm of 
Kane & Co., corner of Waterand Pine streets, 

New York. The men had calied upon quite 
a number of tradesmen, banks, &c., securing @ 
large number of orders, and in most instances 
getting paid in advance. A suspicion getting 
afloat that the Directory was a bogus affair, the 
city detectives arrested all three, and they were

He was charged with getting $1 50 from 
Mr. Herold, 74 Market street, between Second 
and Third, Mr. Herold said that the prisoner 
Livingston called at his shop on the 27th ult., 
reprosenting that he was canvassing for the 
“Southern and Western States Directory,” a 
business directory, and pressed him to advertise 
his card of business in it, stating that it would 
be a large book, 5 or 6 inches thick. He also 
stated that it would be published by Kane & Co., 
and eventually, by representing that other busi- 
ness men whom Mr. Heroid knew had paid for 
cards, got the latter to hand over 81 50, though 
he (Mr. H.) intimated to the court that he had 
some qualms about the matter, ** been vic 
timized before, The directory, when 
was to be cheap—$3 a copy—and on Mr. Herold 
stating his suspicions that this was too cheap for 
a good article, Livingston told him that the rea- 
son why it could be brought out so cheaply 
was because young girla were employed to set 
the types.

as to any other acts of a similar nature of which 
he is suspected to have been guilty. 

Colonel Durrett, addressing the Commissioner, 
said: Your Honor, wo have not bad time to pre- 
pare a case, asthe police only arrested my client 
yesterday morning, and up to the present he has 
been an inmate of the jail. Since that time, an 
early hour yesterday morning—at least since the 
early part of the day—he has been in the jail, 
and there was a prohibition against persons see- 
ing him, so that we have not been able to get ad- 
mission tothe prison. Myself and my partners 
have certainly had an opportunity of conferring 
with our client to-day, but it wae only for a few 
moments, and we are not prepared to enter into 
an investigation of the case at all; and, to avoid 
all difficulties and any further trouble about the 
matter, I will ask your honor to waive an exam- 
ination at the present time. 


Colonel Bullitt said it bad been announced to } 


Mr. Durrett and his partners that they could 
have free access to the prisoner whilst in jail 
when they chose. They had not applied to him 
for any free accese to the prisoner or they should 
brave had it at once. 

Mr. Durrett— Let me be understood to gay that 
I do not take exception to the procedure, but I 
did apply this morning, ang was refused. 

Commissioner Meriwether intimated that he 
had no objection to waive an examination, but 
stated that at present he was in legal ignorance 
of the facts of the case to enable him to fix 
bail. 

Mr. Durrett—I will leave it entireiy in the 
hands of your Honor. 

The commissioner said he knew nothing at all 
abeut the facts of the case, and asked the pros- 
ecuting attorney: What is the penalty for the 
offensegthe prisoner is charged with? 

Colonel Bullitt—The statute says imprison- 
ment for from ten to twenty years. 

Commissioner Meriwether—If there is no op · 
position to it I shall waive an examination, 

The bail of the prisoner was then fixed at 
$10,000, in default of which he was remanded to 
jail. 

After these proceedings the letters found on 
Lendrum were opened in the presence of the 
court and three of them were found to contain 
mall amounts of money. We understand that 
the parties owning the jewelry held by the 
prisoner as security for loans made to them 
will) redeem the property at once.
